Charges dropped against

A criminal case filed by the attorney 
general’s office last year against a 
Northfield Township police lieutenant, his 
father and his brother has been dropped in 
Livingston County, according to a report 
by Darcie Moran that was published on 
MLive on Saturday. 

Lt. Timothy Greene, 48, his brother 
John Greene, 44, of Wyandotte and his 
father, Robert Greene, 76, of Canton, had 
charges related to auto salvage vehicle 
titles dropped April 10 in Livingston 
County’s 53rd District Court -- days 
before trial, according to attorneys in the 
case, the MLive report said. 

A case against the lieutenant in 
Washtenaw County remains active. 

The suspicions behind the Livingston 
charges turned out to be unfounded, said 
Kelly Rossman-McKinney, spokesperson 
for Michigan Attorney General Dana 
Nessel, according to the MLive report. 

The charges were filed based on faulty

School board hears report on proposed ROTC-type program

At Monday’s regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
heard a report by Belleville High School 
Assistant Principal Dan Wright on his 
proposal for a ROTC-type program for 
BHS. 

He said the district tries to present career 
track programs for a variety of student 
interests and this is one area that is lacking. 

He said the Navy established the Navy 
National Defense Cadet Corps (NNDCC) 
in 2011. The program provides schools that 
do not qualify for a Navy Junior Reserve 
Officers Training Corps (NJROTC) unit 
with an opportunity to provide a similar 
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program designed to expand students’ 
opportunities to gain the values of 
citizenship, service to the United States, 
personal responsibility, and a sense of 
accomplishment. 

He said this program is modeled after 
the NJROTC, and even the cadets are 
referred to as ROTC and the curriculum is 
the same. The major difference is that the 
schools are financially responsible for the 
program. Expenses incurred by the district 
include instructor salary, uniforms, and 
daily operational expenses. 

Wright said he looked around to find a 
program for BHS and contacted all the 
services, with the Navy being the only one 
showing interest in a program here. 
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He said the goal is to be ROTC and 
after some time the Navy would take over 
paying for one instructor, with the district 
paying for another instructor. The Navy 
then would also pay for uniforms. 

He said there are about 1,600 students at 
BHS and if 100 showed interest that would 
be a good number. 

“I feel it’s a program that we need,” 
Wright said, adding he contacted the local 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and they are 
willing to help. 

He said this is a four-year curriculum 
and would be an elective class to start. He 
said “Naval Science One” is taught the first 
year. He emphasized it is not a recruiting 
program. 

Wright said this could be a magnet 
program for BHS since he found not 
many high schools in Michigan have such 
programs. 

Natalie Pestano, a BHS graduating senior 
who sits as a student member of the school 
board, said she is part of the Naval Sea 


Cadets and there are four students at BHS 
that participate in this program elsewhere. 
She said two of them are graduating this 
month. 

Wright said he has identified a Marine 
who could come to teach. He handed out to 
board members proposed job descriptions 
for the teaching position. 

Board President Keith Johnston said that 
when he was at a meeting at Lincoln Park, 
where they have an ROTC program, the 
student cadets were in a color guard for the 
meeting and they were very impressive. 

Board member Simone Pinter said she 
hopes they get the program under way 
because it teaches “team building, respect, 
honor — everything to just live life.” 

Participants in the program do not have to 
join the military. 

This was an informational presentation 
only and no action was taken. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board:

Jury convicts Enos on 


reduced misdemeanor 
assault charge 


A Wayne County Circuit Court jury 
found Jonathan Anthony Enos, 36, guilty 
of a reduced misdemeanor charge of 
aggravated assault in the Aug. 30 incident 
in the parking lot of the Applebee’s 
restaurant in Van Buren Township. 

The jury found him not guilty of the 
felony charge of assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm less than murder. A 
felony charge of aggravated assault was 
dismissed by Judge Qiana Denise Lillard. 

The jury trial began on May 2 and Enos 
was found guilty of the added, reduced 
charge on May 7. Enos was referred to 
probation for a pre-sentence report, with 
sentencing scheduled for June 12. 

Enos was charged after the 17-year-old 
victim Nicholas Franklin was injured on 
his way to work at Applebee’s. He testified 
at his preliminary exam at 34" District 
Court on Jan. 23 that he was driving his 
car from Haggerty Sub and was at the Tyler 
Road light at Belleville Road. 


He testified that was the last thing he 
remembered before he woke up in St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital. He said he got 
sutures on his head, a metal plate in his 
head and was in the hospital for 14 days. 

Acoworker at Applebee’s testified he saw 
Enos lift Franklin almost to his shoulders 
and slam him down on the concrete. 

At the preliminary exam, defense attorney 
Brian Brown said it sounded like mutual 
combat and there was no intent for great 
bodily harm. Enos’ arms around Franklin’s 
waist sounded like the defendant was trying 
to restrain Nicholas and the defendant did 
nothing to him once he was on the ground.

School Board Oks 
sale of West Willow 
property to church 


The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education unanimously approved a 
proposal to sell the 8.58 acres of vacant 
property the district owns in Ypsilanti 
Township to Fire of God International 
Church. Signing for the church were Alexis 
Castro and Sarita Castro. 

At Monday’s meeting of the school board, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak said he was in 
the final negotiations to sell the property 
for $48,000, subject to legal review. He 
said the closing date has been set for May 
23. The property at 2060 Mary Catherine 
St., Ypsilanti, in the past had been the site 
of West Willow School, and for many years 
was the center of activity in the close-knit 
community. Now the property is vacant. 

The school board had voted 5-1 at its 
July 23, 2018 meeting to sell that property 
and two other parcels. Board Secretary 
Kevin English voted against the sale of 
the parcels saying the population in the 
north end of the district is the most-dense 
and if the district needed to build another 
elementary school north of I-94 that land 
would be gone. But the school population 
continues to fall. 

Kudlak said there is a cost to mowing 
the West Willow property a couple of times 
a month. The proposed sale price for the 
property had been $60,000. 

The sale is contingent on Fire of God 
being able to secure a variance from 
Ypsilanti Township to construct a church 
on the property.

They 
report they had to fire their first contractor 
for breach of contract and then spent the 
money for the contents to try and get the 
home completed as soon as possible. 

Their temporary lease expired and they 
— Jonathan, Gale and Dean Myers -- are 
now living in their friend’s teenage son’s 
bedroom. Their cats — Loki, Frik, and Frak 
— are staying with other friends. 

They had set up a GoFundMe page for 
help, although they hate to ask for help, and 
they sent us a letter concerning the need. 
The letter, somehow, got lost in our Spam, 
and we didn’t notice it until last week and 
so didn’t pass on the information. We tried 
to access the GoFundMe page, but couldn’t 
find it. 

When I contacted them, they said they left 
the GoFundMe request up for three weeks 
and no one donated. Jonathan said he was 
forced to apply for three different loans 
and withdrew money from his IRA to keep 
their contractor engaged. He said they now 
are about four weeks from completion. He 
asked if we thought it would be worthwhile 
to recreate the GoFundMe page and we 
didn’t know. What do you think? He said 
otherwise, he’ll just keep doing what he can 
to get his family back into their home.

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
Buffalo District, said scheduled road work 
is beginning on Ohio Route 582, so the 
shipping route from the Luckey, Ohio, site 
to the toxic landfill disposal site in Van 
Buren Township is changing. 

Trucks loaded with excavated soils will 
now leave the Ohio site and travel to the 
disposal facility on the North I-94 Service 
Dr. in VBT using Interstate 280 and 
Interstate 75. 

Between 1949 and 1958, the Luckey Site 
was operated as a beryllium production 
facility under contract to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. In 1951, the site received about 
1,000 tons of radioactively contaminated 
scrap steel. It was designated a Formerly 
Utilized Sites Remedial Action Program 
(FUSRAP) site in 1992 due to extensive 
surface contamination from beryllium. VBT 
was designated as the soil disposal site. 

As of April 24, 17,610 tons of soil have 
been carried in 993 truckloads. One trip 
between Luckey and the disposal facility in 
VBT is 72.5 miles. Site excavation is 12% 
complete. 

At Monday’s regular school board meeting, 
principals and teachers from Haggerty, 
Edgemont, and Rawsonville gave updates 
to the board on the methods they are using 
to upgrade education in their schools. 

They all had PowerPoint presentations

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Wastewater Routing Study may save money for VBT residents

A Wastewater Routing Study to be 
performed by engineer Maria Sedki and 
staff at a cost not to exceed $165,000 was 
approved by the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees at its May 7 meeting. 

Funds will be allocated from the Water & 
Sewer Contracted Services Account, from 
the Water & Sewer non-restricted fund 
balance. Sedki is with the engineering firm 
of Fishbeck, Thompson, Carr Huber, Inc. 

James Taylor, director of Water and 
Sewer, explained the situation to the board. 

He said Sedki has been working with the 
township’s SAW Grant Asset Management 
Project and they have determined a number 
of needs in the overall evaluation of the 
township’s sanitary system performance. 

The scope of this proposed study does not 
fall within the criteria of the SAW Grant 
and therefore they are using money from 
the Water & Sewer budget. 

Director Taylor said the township has 
three main separate sanitary sewer systems, 
South Huron Valley (SHVUA), Rouge 
Valley (RVSDS) and Downriver (DUWA), 
with Ypsilanti Community Utility 
Authority (YCUA) serving a handful of 
customers. Using GIS and other available 
tools, models show how the sanitary flows 
operate within each of the systems. 

These models represent the individual 
systems, but does not give an accurate 
representation of the township-wide 
system. 

Potential maintenance and operational 
needs will be determined along with 
proposals to save money by, perhaps, 
dropping out of the Rouge Valley and 
redirecting flow to one of the other systems. 
Rouge Valley is on the brink of upgrading 
its system and users will have to help pay 
for the bond, with VBT’s share being about 
$1 million. 

Also, the study will determine the accuracy 
of the actual flows that come through the 
VBT system from the City of Belleville to 
the DUWA system. Presently, the City of 
Belleville is assigned a percentage of flow 
that is deducted from the township billing 
from the DUWA system. The township 
wants to determine the accuracy of those 


estimates, Taylor said. 

Nine flow meters will be temporarily 
inserted at different points within the 
system to determine more accurate flows, 
which would also provide information 
towards creating one unified calibrated 
system model. 

They need to gather data on maximum 
flows throughout periods of heavy rainfall 
to determine the capacities of the system. 
Weather is the only cost variable to the 
project, with a cost range of $120,000 to 
$165,000, Taylor said. 

If the right weather conditions aren’t 
available this fall, they will test again in 
the spring, he said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 
four-minute meeting May 7, the board: 

e Approved changing the time of the 
township board’s regular meeting to 6 
p-m., instead of the usual 7 p.m. It begins 
with the May 21 meeting; 

e Approved changing the time of the 
Water/Sewer Commission monthly 
meeting to 5:30 p.m. from the usual 6:30 
p.m., effective immediately; 

e Approved the Ordinance Department’s 
contract for grass cutting services with 
Wiese’s Lawn Care, Inc.; 

e Approved special land use by Ashley 
Crossroads North, LLC to construct a 
distribution center consisting of three 
buildings totaling about 1,579,325 square 
feet on properties on the north side of 
Ecorse Road, west of Haggerty Road. 
Trustee Paul White had asked how much 
tax it would pay for this facility and Ron 
Akers, director of planning and economic 
development, got the figures. He said 
the building will have a value of $22 
million, with a tax value of $11 million, 
so the township will get about $80,700 in 
property tax per year. When asked about 
the vacancy rate, Ashley Capital said they 
have 22 million square feet of buildings 
in Michigan, which are 95% occupied. 
“We can’t build fast enough. We’re just 
about full right now.” Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said Ashley Capital’s building 
is bigger than Amazon’s and Ashley has 
no tax abatements. McNamara also said 
the township has had no complaints about 
Ashley Capital’s other buildings on the

Schoolcraft students complete 
apprenticeship at Wellington Industries 


A joint apprenticeship program sponsored 
by Schoolcraft College and Wellington 
Industries in Van Buren Township recently 
recognized two apprentices after they 
completed 8,000 hours of on-the-job 
training and earned 48 college credits. 

The two apprentices — Jesse Dennis of 
Monroe and Timothy Buffett of Royal Oak 
— earned an incrementally increasing wage- 
per-hour during their on-the-job training 
as tool and die makers, and completed 
their classes without incurring any student 
debt as Wellington Industries funded the 
tuition costs for their classes at Schoolcraft 
College. 

With assistance from Schoolcraft, 
Wellington Industries became the first 
employer-sponsor and registered the 
tool and die apprenticeship through the 
Department of Labor’s (DOL) Office of 
Apprenticeship in 2015, naming Schoolcraft 
College as the technical training institution. 
With completion of the program — generally 
between 2 and 4 years depending on the 
occupation — the apprentices received a 
nationally recognized credential from the 
DOL. 

“We have enjoyed a tremendous 
relationship with Wellington Industries and 


appreciate their support of the College,” 
said Pamela Linton, the Apprenticeship 
Coordinator in Schoolcraft’s Occupational 
Programs department. “Wellington was the 
first company to commit to the program 
when we re-launched apprenticeships 
in 2015, and now can take pride in the 
achievements of their first registered 
apprenticeship completers.” 

Linton said Schoolcraft College currently 
has more than 25 registered apprentices 
with 16 area companies, and over two dozen 
students gearing up as pre-apprentices. 

*Students are training in many 
different skilled occupations, including 
manufacturing, like the one at Wellington 
Industries, and we are also expanding this 
‘earn-and-learn’ model into other industries 
now. We recently placed medical assistant 
apprentices with a large local health care 
employer-sponsor. This model is a win-win 
for everyone because employers grow their 
own talent through specialized training and 
students gain on-the-job experience, make 
a very solid wage, and have earned an 
education with little to no student debt.”

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District Library considers going ‘fine-free’ for overdue books

In order to keep books in the hands of 
children so they can keep on reading, the 
Belleville Area District Library board is 
considering going “fine-free.” 

At the board’s regular meeting on April 
9, Library Director Mary Jo Suchy reported 
that the topic of going fine-free has been 
discussed at various committee meetings in 
The Library Network. 

She said the Hartland-Cromaine Library 
has not charged fines for quite some time. 
The Milford Library and the Redford 
District Library recently went fine-free 
and have so far been very happy with the 
transition, she said. 

Director Suchy said the elimination of 
fees brings good will and, as far as losing 
income, you have to consider how much it 
costs to try to collect. 

Board member Joy Cichewicz, branch 
manager of the downtown Ypsilanti District 
Library, said in her building if parents won’t 
or can’t pay the fines of their children, “Kids 
can’t get books for years,” which she found 
very sad. 

At the March 12 meeting, Cichewicz 


noted the Toldeo Public Library has gotten 
rid of all fines. 

At its April 9 meeting, the board put 
together an ad hoc committee to explore 
all fines at the library. It is made up of John 
Juriga, Cichewicz, and Suchy. 

In other business at the April 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Suchy report that the Fund 
Development Committee has raised 
$345,000 of its $400,000 goal for legacy 
donors. Another event will be held in spring 
2020. Suchy also reported the possibility 
of having a time capsule, as suggested by 
Brown Funeral Home. It would be placed 
inside the new building, upstairs near the 
local history room, “So we don’t forget 
where it’s buried”; 

e Heard Suchy report they are planning 
a goodbye to the old building before it is 
demolished. She said they are looking 
at having a Mardi Gras party at the old 
building after it is vacant, “We’ll have a 
wake,” she said; 

e Heard Suchy report on the Art Committee 
meeting where rotating art quarterly or every 
six months was discussed. They considered 
contracting with the artist with a small

amount given to the library when the art is 
sold. They will invite architect Dan Whisler 
and interior designer Jennifer Michalski to 
the next meeting to discuss colors; 

e Heard Juriga report that he has set up an 
advisory committee on bee hives, which at 
the last meeting he suggested be put on the 
new library roof with the vegetative roof. 
He said on his committee are primary donor 
Therese Antoinelli, Brian from Bee in the 
Dee, local beekeeper Jim Wagner, and Anna 
from Michigan State Extension. He said 
they couldn’t put bee hives up until next 
March or April; 

e Heard Juriga say they should get the new 
building wired for generators to keep people 
warm or cold if the power fails. Mary Jane 
Dawson, who was chairing the meeting in 
the absence of chairwoman Sharon Peters, 
questioned whether the library should be in 
charge of sheltering people. She said last 
time the power was out for an extended 
period, people went to the school. Juriga 
said he would like to get it wired, although 
he knows it is expensive.

“If we don’t have power, we 
should bring people into a building where 
the windows don’t open?” Dawson asked; 

e Heard Dawson announce the next 
Friends of the Library book sale and plant 
swap is May 4, the same day as the BYC 
lake cleanup; and 

e Was informed that the library is 
participating in the Gleaners Foodbank 
“Food for Fines/Food for Thought” program 
during the month of April. For every 
food item donated, $1 in library fines are 
forgiven -- up to $5 per library card. Many 
patrons donate food whether of not they 
have fines, Suchy said. Juriga asked why 
they are sending the food to Gleaners when 
the Belleville foodbank is right across the 
street at the Methodist Church. Suchy said 
this project is through the Library Network.

seventh annual student council election 
at Belleville High School. He said 800 
students of the 1,200 eligible voted using 
ballots printed using donations. He said 
they also registered eligible students to 
vote and signed up a dozen to help run an 
election; 

e Heard Clerk Wright explain that opting 
out of PA 152 hardcap of 20% copay for 
health insurance, VBT did a 10% copay 
and set up a health care savings plan. He 
said the 20% copay would have saved 
$375,000, but with the VBT plan they were 
able to save $569,000 so far this year and 
will be $600,000 by the end of the year. 
“You don’t always have to take the hard 
way out,” Clerk Wright said. He said this 
is the second straight year for a reduction 
in Blue Cross/Blue Shield costs for the 
township; and 

e Heard resident Wade Griffin say he has 
lived at Country Walk since 2005 and had 
worked at the Detroit Police Department 
before retirement. He complained about 
builder Bruce Gilbert dumping piles of 
dirt on a lot next to his, blocking handicap 
school bus access for a neighbor child, 
and other irregularities.

“She’s 
a rare, rare duck out there,” he commented 
at the work/study session the day before. 
“There are not too many Level 4’s walking
